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CONCISE EXPLANATION OF 
RELEVANCE OF EACH DOCUMENT 



Document A1 relates to an image forming device which has a CPU, and a 
NVRAM which stores programs for controlling its units by CPU. The NVRAM is 
rewritable through its modem and stored programs are renewable. 

Document A2 relates to a facsimile device with a functional circuit for erasing 
programs on its ROM which can be erased with known techniques and for writing new 
programs in its ROM through a communication control part. 

Document A3 relates to an image forming device which renews its controlling 
programs through a communication circuit, only when the downloaded programs are 
newer than the existing programs. 

English translations of these documents are not readily available; however, the 
absence of such translations does not relieve the PTO from its duty to consider the 
submitted documents (37 CFR §1.98 and MPEP §609). English language abstracts are 
attached.
